This situation is unique in my 15 years of expeiience working 

on utility cases before the Commission. Several other parties were granted full 

intervention i n  niucli less time, as shown i n  tlie following table. It should be noted that [lie 

Commission has not ruled on the intervention of Jonathan Kern, tlie other individual wlio 

lias claimed to be an environmentalist in his application for inteivention. I do not lcnow 

Mr. Kern.

By law, general rate cases are to be decided “as speedily as possible.” KRS 

278 190(3) provides: 

At any hearing involving the rate or charge sought to be increased, tlie 
burden of proof to show that the increased rate or charge is ,just and 
reasonable shall be upon the utility, and the commission shall give to the 
Iiearing and decision of such questions preference over otlier questions 
pending before it and decide tlie same as speedily as possible, and in any 
event not later than ten (1 0) months after tlie filing of such schedules. 

My application was submitted well before tlie scheduled due date of tlie first 

request for inlhrmation to KU. August 27, 2008. If  tlie Commission liad granted 11iy 

request witliiii a week or so, I would have had time to prepare a set of questions relevant to 

KlJ’s rate application. That date passed without a decision. The due date of the 

supplemental requests for inrorrnation to KU, September 24, 2008, also passed without a 

decision by the Commission. Unless the Commission were to grant my request Tor Jidl 

intervention and also grant a variance in the procedural schedule to allow me to submit an 

inforniation request to KIJ, eiiviroiimentalists will, in effect, have been prevented from 

submitting any information requests as a result of the inaction of the Commission 

Justice delayed is justice denied 
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WHEREFORE, I respectfully request that the Conmission issue a decision about 

whether I ani to be giatited full intervenor status i n  the above-captioned proceeding as 

speedily as possible I also request that the Commission inform tiie about whether 1 will be 

allowed to submit an inforniation request to KII
